It is th e purpose of C h rist­ 
ian Science to increase th e joy of 
life by re storing to the infinite c o m ­ 
passion of J e s u s ’ teachings the

e le m e n t of healing. 
The invalid is not frightened at 
his disease. 
It is th e possible t e r ­ 
m in a tio n of t h a t disease t h a t fr ig h t­ 
ens him. 
T hen his frig h ten e d sense 
linda sw ee t consolation in the Mas­ 
t e r ’s teaching. “ I a m come th a t they

So clear w as my J 
relation to divine intelligence e s ta b ­ 
lished, th a t I ceased to limit my m en-j 
tai capacity by th e size of a brain. 
Its scope was

intelligence 
which tra n sc e n d s brain. T h e e x p l a i n - J 
tion was continued until 
I 
c ould; 
realize to a degree my tr u e relation 
to God who is the only Mind and In­ 
telligence. W hen I could realize tills,! 
it became a reality to me, with the; 
result t h a t I was completely h e a l e d 1 
of th e difficulty. The 
t r u t h ab o u t j 
God, an d my relation to H im had sell 
me free. T herein is th e proof th a t 
no h u m a n intelligence h a s any valid-, 
tty if co n tra ry to the divine facul-l 
ties; and such of th e h u m a n faculties 
as are valid, m u st derive th e ir valid­ 
ity from the divine. 
MIND O F CH HIST 
W e have no record in the four gos­ 
pels t h a t Je su s ever perm itted him-; 
self to be deceived or ta k e n a d v a n ­ 
tage of in any way. Had he been vic­ 
timized. it would have been by reason 
of a lack 
of intelligence. 
Rut 
he, 
claimed and exercised the d i\in e i n - i 
telligence t h a t know s all t h a t is nee-! 
essary to know , and th ere b y set t h e ' 
s ta n d a r d for all m a n k in d . 
It 
was 
the Mind which was in Christ J e s u s 
th a t enabled him to heal the sick,; 
even when they w ere absent f r o m ; 
him, as in the eases 
of 
the cen-; 
tu r i o n ’s s e r v a n t and the Syroplioeni- 
cia n ’s 
d a u g h te r. 
It was th e 
Mind 
which was in C hrist Jesus t h a t e n ­ 
abled him to heal leprosy and raise 
th e dead, even to th e raising of him-i 
self from th e tomb. It was this Mind 
which c o nstitute d his divinity, an d , 
enabled him to say, “ I and my F a th e r 
arc* one.” and also th e correlative 
s ta te m e n t. 
“ My F a t h e r 
is g re a te r 
th an I.” It was the 
divine 
Mind j 
which was in C hrist Jesu s th at en-, 
aided him to say, “ Before A b ra h a m 
was, I a m , ” and. “ Lo. I am with you I 
alway, even 
unto 
the end of 
the! 
w orld.” W e are m oreover enjoined I 
by the scrip tu re s to “ Let this m ind; 
be in you which was also in C hristi 
Je su s.” And “ Be ye th e re fo re per-1 
feet even as your F a t h e r which is in j 
heaven is perfect.” 
THE < ALM FORTER 
Refore Jesu s w ent aw ay lie p ro m ­ 
ised us a n o th e r Com forter. T hat no! 
misconception m ight arise, he 
took 
th e precaution to explain the n a tu r e 
of this prom ised C om forter. It should 
not be a m an, nor 
a 
person, 
but 
r a th e r th e 
im personal 
‘ Spirit 
of 
t r u t h . ” 
He explained f u r th e r th a t 
the “ Spirit «f t r u t h ” would lead m a n ­ 
kind into all t r u th , even to the very 
source of tru th which is God. and it 
would testify of him. Now th e spirit 
of T r u th is its law’— th e law which ; 
c o m m u n ic a te s G od’s hea lin g pow’er 
to h u m a n ity . 
T hat law, 
moreover, 
re quires a science which can in te r­ 
pret it and 
be reasonably 
u n d e r ­ 
stood. Since th e law is divine, 
its) 
Science must ice a divine or C h r i s - j 
Hail Science. T hat is what C hristian 
Science Is— th e spiritual u n d e r s ta n d ­ 
ing df divine law as applied to th e 
needs of h u m an ity . It is not an in­ 
vention. It is th e discovery of what 
has always l>een true, and what al­ 
ways must be the real C o m fo rte r to 
suffe ring h u m an ity . 
So m e tim es it seem s th a t one is so 
completely o v erw helm ed by sorrow* 
and grief th at all the com fort 
and 
consolation 
of 
h u m a n 
affection 
seem s 
helpless to 
brig h ten 
the! 
th o u g h t. Then we need to re m e m b e r 
th a t th e r e is a sorrow th a t purifies., 
and a n o th e r sorrow t h a t w orks evil, i 
It will sweeten o r so u r th e disposi-! 
tion according to

direction it 
takes. Rut in th e a p p a re n t helpless­ 
ness of in s u rm o u n ta b le grief, th ere 
is th e consolation t h a t the p ow er of. 


e n e ’s right desire t a n steer its course 
un errin g ly into rep en tan ce and p u ri­ 
fication. In the m o m e n tu m of that 
directed experience no 
h a r m 
can 
o v e r ta k e us. Only good can come out 
of it. Such an assn ranee rem oves the 
fear and heals the grief. This is the 
real C o m fo rte r at work in the h u ­ 
m an consciousness, 
purifying 
o n e ’s 
th o u g h ts and 
motives. 
T h e re is 
th e re fo re a grief th a t is sa lu ta ry ; for 
it sw eetens th e disposition, chastens 
the affections and enables one to be 
c ha ritable to w a rd the faults of o th ­ 
ers. 
MRH. EDDY’S DISCOVERY 
T h e 
p re p a ra tio n 
for Mrs. E d d y ’s 
great discovery 
seemed 
to include 
much of th e sorrow* 
and 
suffe ring 
th at purifies o n e ’s th o u g h t an d p u r ­ 
pose. Mrs. Eddy was a gentle w om an 
of deep religious experience, traine d 
from h e r youth to seek in 
divine 
guidance actual relief from sickness 
and distress. Added to t h a t was an 
unusual 
intellectual 
ability which 
received careful tra in in g and devel­ 
opm ent, so t h a t she had g re a t 
p e r­ 
sonal ch a rm by reason of lier r e ­ 
fined 
m a n n e r s 
and 
well-balanced 
mind. Then, in th e flower* of 
her 
youth, she was o v erw helm ed 
with 
grief at the loss of all that seemed 
n e a r and d e a r to her. T h e re followed 
a long period of invalidism and the 
search for a rem edy, which cu lm i­ 
nated in the conviction th a t disease 
responds m ost readily to a m en tal 
rem edy. Still 
abiding in th at 
co n ­ 
viction. she m et with 
an 
accident 
which was so serious t h a t it was ex­ 
pected to result 
fatally. 
K now ing 
th a t only spiritual things could save 
her, she tu rn e d to her Bible for help, 
and as she 
read 
those 
spiritual 
tru th s, she was w onderfully healed. 
T h a t was in 1866. 
T h e re was her 
proof of m en tal healing, and t h a t 
the divine Mind is th e hea le r 
to 
com fort in sorrow and in sickness. 
The 
next 
step was 
to learn 
the 
Science of t h a t healing and, as she 
states in Science and H ealth, page 
109, “ I won my way to absolute con­ 
clusions th ro u g h divine 
revelation, 
reason, a n d d e m o n s tra tio n .” 
Again 
she writes, “ Reason and revelation 
were reconciled, and a f te rw a rd s th e 
tr u th of C hristian Science was d e m ­ 
o n s tra te d ,” page 110. She stated th a t 
Science in th e C hristian Science tex t­ 
book so simply and logically th a t the 
sim ple re ad in g 
of 
th a t book 
has 
brought th e healing C o m fo rte r 
to 
m u ltitu d e s of those in sickness and 
distress, and m a d e th em every whit 
w hole. 
Mrs. Eddy had th u s 
become the 
discoverer of C h ristia n Science, and 
the founding of its institutional work 
was to follow. In her joy to sh are 
such a great blessing she appealed 
to th e spiritual th o u g h t of 
learned 
men, only to su ffe r th e re buff 
of 
dignified silence. H e r first ray 
of 
hope ca m e when 
th a t silence was 
tu rn ed into ridicule and abuse; 
for 
it m e a n t th at she had gained at least 
a hearing. Deserted by friends 
and 
relatives, and opposed by subtle and 
powerful influences 
w hichever way 
she tu rn e d , this 
w om an 
patiently 
kept her course in th e fo unding of 
the various Institutions of C h ristia n 
Science, 
until th e 
m o v e m e n t 
has 
spread itself over this world, and all 
within h e r own lifetime. 
By 
her 
clear s ta te m e n t of scientific C h ris­ 
tianity. Mrs. Eddy has 
enorm ously 
increased the n u m b e r of followers of 
C h ris t’s 
teachings. 
T h e 
sick are 
healed of bodily ailm e n ts by r e a d ­ 
ing its lite ra tu re ; 
the sin n er m ay 
know how to liberate himself from 
his sin; and gre atest of all, th e pure- 
m inded is given the pow er to 
save 
himself from the general belief 
in 
sin, so t h a t the good he desires to 
do, th a t he can do. Mrs. E ddy 
has 
th e re fo re proved, in accordance with 
the 
vision in the apocalypse, t h a t a 
pure-m inded 
w om an, 
a r m e d 
with 
Science, can unlock 
th e secrets of 
“ the law of 
th e spirit 
of life 
in 
Christ Je s u s ,” and reveal the p ro m ­ 
ised Com forter. 
Try as h a rd as one may, it is im ­ 
possible to s e p a ra te Moses from the 
c o m m a n d m e n ts, or Je s u s from 
the 
beatitudes. 
W h e n 
Je su s had th a t 
exalted vision of law an d prophesy 
on the M ount of T ra n sfig u ra tio n , th e 
h u m a n re p resen ta tiv e of 
law 
and 
prophesy becam e a p p a re n t to 
those 
n e a r enough to get the lesson. It is 
equally certain that the h u m a n rei>- 
rcsentative of scientific C h ristia nity 
can never be sep a rated 
from 
the 
spiritual tre a s u re s which 
she 
has 
opened to o u r use. 
O PPO SIN G V IE W P O IN T S 
A perplexing fe a tu re ab o u t C h ris­ 
tian Science is th a t som e very a s tu te 
th in k e rs a re readily baffled by its 
teachings, while 
o th e r s 
like 
th e 
fisherm en of Galilee listen gladly and 
u n d ersta n d . T h e difficulty is largely 
iii the viewpoint. T he logic of C h ris­ 
tian Science alw ays s ta r ts with God 
an d ascribes to Him all intelligence. 
It ascribes m en tal life to Him who 
tran sc en d s brain. 
Most 
schoolmen, 
on th e o th e r hand, a r e tra in e d to re ­ 
g ard brain as th e seat of the intel­ 
lect, and m a tte r as th e fu n d a m e n ta l 
basis of th o u g h t. T hese two opposing 
system s of philosophy, s tr a n g e as it 
m ay seem, have th e ir a u th o rity in 
th e first tw o c h a p te rs of Genesis in 
th e Bible. 
T h e first ch a p te r, so m e ­ 
times called the Elohistic record 
of 
creation, presents an absolutely good 
God, th e source 
of all 
intelligence 
and being, who know s no evil. T he 
second c h a p te r and th e re a fte r, called 
the Jehovistic record 
of 
Creation, 
presents a m ix tu re of good and evil 
which results in a th ird p ow er called 
m an k in d , an d this th ird pow er 
is 
supposed to derive from th e basis of 
m a t t e r th e intelligence to 
in te rp re t 
both good an d evil. Now a ta lk in g 
serpent was the a u t h o r of th a t sec­ 
ond record, and he is supposed to 
lie in all th at he said. In fact th e re 
is no such th in g in the a n im al k in g ­ 
dom as a ta lk in g serpent. W hen co n ­ 
trasted, th e two system s of creation 
are ab solute opposites, so th a t if one 
is tru e the o th e r m u st be false. Ev­ 
ery system of religion and philosophy 
kn ow n to men, with but one excep­ 
tion, 
is founded 
on 
the supposed 
m ix tu re of good and evil. T h a t single 
exception which is founded on 
an 
absolutely good God who know s no 
evil, is th e teac h in g of C hrist Je s u s 
aud of C h ristia n Science. 
F u r t h e r ­ 


m ore t h a t system alone t a u destroy 
both sickness and sin. 
As a m ode of salvation from 
th e 
ra v ag es of sin and disease, th e two 
system s ta k e opposite directions. T h e 
C hristia n Scientist gains relief in a 
better u n d e r s ta n d in g of God. 
T h e 
m aterialist seeks it in a know ledge 
of m atter. T he 
C h ristia n 
Scientist 
learns t h a t m ortal, or h u m a n 
m ind 
and body a re one, and t h a t the di­ 
vine Mind is th e only iaw-giver. T he 
m aterialist se p a ra te s m ind an d body 
Into two s e p a ra te entities, which are 
bv ayed by good or evil as som e in­ 
scru ta b le n a t u r e or chance m ay d i­ 
rect. In such a p p a re n t servitude, it 
seems incredible to him th at Je s u s 
could, by an opposite m e thod, exhibit 
such com plete m a ste ry 
over 
storm 
and disease. His incredulity forbids 
him to c h a n g e his course. T he p h il­ 
osophy of the s erp en t 
s e p a ra te s th e 
poor m o rtal into a physical an d a j 
philosophical s tru c tu re , an d th e hu-j 
m an brain studies him 
from 
the, 
basis of physiology as it would a liv­ 
ing m achine, h a ving p a rts an d func­ 
tions. Biology 
dissects 
him as 
it 
would a living p la n t; 
and zoology 
tre a ts him as th e h ighest form of an 
anim al. E ntirely s e p a ra te from 
the 
physical is th e philosophical s tr u c ­ 
ture, w h e re philology seeks to in­ 
vestigate th e tra its and c h a r a c t e r s - j 
tics of h u m a n speech and language. 
Material ethics o u tline his 
proper 
m oral re la tio n s to his fellow m en; 
and 
psychology 
develops 
\a r i o u s 
system s of m ental influence th ro u g h 
the will and suggestion. 
All 
these 
branches of learning, to g e th e r with 
th e ir m an y subdivisions, go to m a k e 
up th e h u m a n 
intellect as 
it 
is 
evolved from m a t t e r or brain. 
But 
“ w h a t shall it profit a m an, if 
he 
shall gain th e whole world, and lose 
his own s o u l? ” 
“MATTEK IS MORTAL ERROR” 
If m a t t e r is supposed to be 
th e 
seat of th e 
h u m a n 
intellect, 
we: 
o u g h t to know its n ature . It is tr u e 
th a t no one ever u n d ersto o d it; 
but 
we m ay n evertheless know its 
na-; 
ture. 
W e can for instance 
know 
w h e th e r m a t t e r 
is t r u t h or 
error. 
F o r example: C onsider applied m e ­ 
chanics. T h e re is n o th in g in th e m a ­ 
terial universe any 
m ore 
a c c u ra te 
th a n applied mechanics. 
T he m ost 
ac c u ra te piece of m ech a n ism is su p ­ 
posed to be an o rd in a r y time-piece 
or watch. Every such m echanical de­ 
vice requires, in its construction, the 
use of weights or m e a s u r e m e n ts , 
in 
o th e r words, weights 
and m e a s u r e ­ 
m e n ts a r e fu n d a m e n ta l to th e h ig h ­ 
est form of m ateria l accuracy. 
An essential 
point to d e te r m in e 
with w eights an d m e a s u r e m e n ts 
is 
th e degree of th e ir accuracy. 
Are 
they absolute, or do th ey m erely a p ­ 
proxim ate t r u t h ? T he m ost a c c u ra te 
im p le m e n t for 
w eighing 
purposes, 
in its sim plest form, is a h o rizontal 
beam balanced on a fulcrum. If the 
fulcrum is a knife edge, m u c h 
of 
the friction which would im pede th e 
swing of th e balance would be o v er­ 
come. If th e fulcrum w ere a 
razor 
edge th e re would be even less fric­ 
tion and m ore accuracy to th e 
In­ 
stru m e n t. To protect it from a ir c u r ­ 
re n ts and air friction, it should be 
enclosed in a vacuum . B u t a perfect 
vacuum is impossible, and 
a razor 
edge can 
bear 
no w eight w ith o u t 
dulling. Friction can not be entirely 
elim inated. T h e r e is simply an a p ­ 
proxim ation to tr u th . And t h a t which 
produces the friction, an d introduces 
th e e r r o r is m a tte r. 
So m uch 
for 
weighing in stru m e n ts. As for m e a s ­ 
u re m e n ts, a m ic ro m e te r g au g e m ig h t 
he employed to m e a su re the d ia m e te r 
of a h u m a n h a ir to w ithin one ten- 
th o u s a n d th of an 
inch, b u t it never 
could 
be absolute. 
As a m e n ta l 
proposition, th e re are tw elve inches 
in 
a foot 
of space. 
T h a t 
is 
an 
absolute 
t r u t h 
when 
considered 
mentally. B ut the m o m e n t you apply 
it to m a tte r, th e e r r o r is in tro d u c ­ 
ed. 
M atter is th e th in g th a t i n tr o ­ 
duces the error, because its n a t u r e 
is error. 
Since it is m o rtal or p e r­ 
ishable, 
“ M atter 
is m o rta l e r r o r , ” 
as Mrs. E d d y teaches; a n d m o rta l e r ­ 
ror should never be th e basis of in­ 
telligence, religion or medicine. 
David in the p slam s has asked, 
“ who can u n d e r s ta n d 
his e r r o r s ? ” 
Nobody can. 
You can not u n d e r ­ 
stand an e r r o r th a t m ay be i n tr o ­ 
duced into your m a th e m a tic a l p ro b ­ 
lem. 
Indeed no intelligent m a t h e ­ 
m atician will even try. 
R a th e r will 
he seek m o re 
ac c u ra te ly to u n d e r ­ 
stan d th e ru le of t r u th t h a t governs 
the problem, and to act in obedience 
thereto. 
T hen th e e r r o r disappears, 
and w here has it gone? 
W here, for 
example, does two a n d two a r e five 
go to? 
It is not true, a n d It never 
orig in ated in a n y th in g true. 
N eith­ 
er did it orig in ate in a n y th in g real; 
for t h a t which is real is true. 
Its 
n a t u r e is, th ere fo re , unreality. And 
yet, th a t e r r o r is actually real to 
th e s t u d e n t ’s ignoranc e of th e tru th , 
but it ceases utterly to exist to his 
u n d e r s ta n d in g of th e tru th . 
C on­ 
sequently t h a t e r r o r is real or u n ­ 
real according to th e s t u d e n t ’s ig n o r­ 
ance or intelligence. 
T h a t is why 
Je s u s said, “ Ye shall know* th e t r u th , 
an d th e t r u t h shall m a k e you free.” 
DISEASE MENTAL 
Je s u s healed 
physical disease on 
the basis t h a t the T r u t h m a k e s free. 
F o u r th o u s a n d yea rs of m edicine has 
en deavored to force 
th e conclusion 
th a t disease is purely physical, an d 
t h a t it requires a physical remedy. 
T he result is t h a t diseases have a c t ­ 
ually multiplied. 
J e s u s proved th a t 
sickness, disease an d fe ar a r e 
the 
e rro rs and not th e t r u t h s of being. 
a n d they can be healed by a m e n ta l 
process. • T h e ir basis being wholly 
m aterial, and m a t t e r being m ortal 
erro r, th e t r u t h of God dispels those 
er ro rs ju s t as light dispels d a r k n e s s 
— just as the u n d e r s ta n d in g t h a t two 
a n d tw o a re four dispels any denial 
of th a t fact. 
And w hen one u n d e r ­ 
s ta n d s th a t tru th , he does not have 
to sit up nig h ts to be certain of it 
in 
th e m orning. 
Je s u s so u n d e r ­ 
stood th e n a t u r e of God as T r u th , 
t h a t he could m a k e it ju s t as co n ­ 
sciously a p p a r e n t to th e m a n with 
th e w ithered h an d , a n d t h a t diseased 
condition was wiped o u t by t h a t pro­ 
cess ju s t as effectually as one could 
ta k e a sponge an d 
wipe 
o u t 
the 
wrong figures on th e blackboard. 
It is g enerally recognized 
that 
certain n e rv o u s d iso rd ers a r e m e n ­ 
tal; for th o u g h th e person m av be 


sick a lm o st to distractio n , e x a m i n a ­ 
tion may disclose no diseased o rg a n , 
tissue or nerve. 
He m ay hav e a p ­ 
p a r e n t physical 
ailm en ts, 
such ab 
t h a t trin ity of d iso rd e r s k n o w n a 4* 
dyspepsia, h e a r t palpitatio n , a n d in­ 
so m n ia; but an e x a m in a tio n disclos­ 
es no o rg a n ic disease. 
T h e patient s 
tro u b le s a re ac tu a lly u nreal, in the 
sense th a t they have 
no 
plt>steal 
cause. 
But to th e p a tie n t they a r e 
decidedly real, in th e sense th a t he 
feels th em co n sta n tly , a n d can not 
free him self from them . 
T h o u g h a patient m a y be perfectly 
sa n e while suffering from so m e n e r v ­ 
ous ailm en t, his 
belief 
m ust 
be 
cha n g ed 
b efo re 
he 
can 
experience 
his healing. 
T h a t is n e v e r b r o u g h t 
a b o u t by im a g in in g 
h im self 
well. 
Such p rim itive e m o tio n s as fe ar a n d 
an g e r, which a r e co m m o n to 
m en 
an d beasts, a r e said to p ro d u c e de­ 
pressing a n d poisonous 
conditions. 
T he th o u g h t of guilt is said to 
be 
even m o re deleterious. 
A n g e r may 
cause a person to become flushed or 
pallid in th e face. 
ind icatin g 
the 
m e n ta l control of th e c irc ulation. In­ 
deed it m ay stop o n e ’s digestion a l­ 
to g eth er, sh o w in g how o n e ’s t h o u g h t 
has equal c o n tro l over th e digestive 
system. 
A severe e x a m in a tio n 
m ay 
affect s tu d e n ts with re ta r d e d diges­ 
tion due to th e ir fear. 
W ith th e 
proof t h a t functional d is o rd e r s 
are 
m en tal in th e ir cause, d u e to e r r o n e ­ 
ous th in k in g , investigation h as co n ­ 
tinued until 
m edical 
e x p e rim e n ts 
have proved th a t d iab ete s is en tire ly 
th e re su lt of fe ar or em o tio n . 
fn 
fact it is m o re g en e rally conceded 
today th a t c o n su m p tio n m a y be ju s t 
a c o n su m in g fear. 
T h a t m ay be th e 
re aso n why no d r u g or m edicine ever 
healed th em . 
T h e C h ristia n Science . 
text-book says: " T h e p ro c u rin g ca u se 
a n d fo u n d a tio n of all 
sickness 
is 
fear, ignorance, o r sin.” 
It te a c h ­ 
es, in o th e r w ords, th a t all sickness 
is u n re al in th e sense t h a t it h as no 
physical cause. 
So long as one believes his m a la d y ; 
is physical, he n a tu r a lly feels h e lp ­ 
less. 
B u t 
w hen 
he 
k n o w s 
it ! 
is 
th e 
re su lt 
of 
e r r o n e o u s 
th o u g h t, then 
he is e n c o u ra g e d in 
th e 
conscious 
ability 
to 
c h a n g e 
t h a t th in k in g by the pre sen ce and 
p o w e r of G o d ’s t r u th . 
S e m e 
fe ars 
seem m o re real th a n o th e rs . 
T h e y 
seem m o re real w hen tissue d i s o r - : 
ganization is a p p a re n t. B ut w hen e x ­ 
a m in a tio n discloses no diseased or-; 
gan or nerve, th o se fe ars a r e r e g a r d ­ 
ed as in ta n g ib le and su p erstitio u s. 
T h e fe ar from s u p e rstitio n is called 
a delusion, and is said to be unreal. 
T he p atien t is said to be deceived by 
an un re ality . In e ith e r case we m u st 
kn o w how to prove to th e p a tie n t th e 
u n re ality of his fear, j u s t as J e s u s did 
w hen he said, “ P eace be still,” a n d 
the sto rm abated. 
Physicians h av e observed t h a t t h e 
d ep ressin g and poisonous effects of 
fear, a n g e r, h a tre d , jealo u sy a n d so 
fo rth a r e relieved by th e w ho leso m e 
effects of faiths hope, c h e e rf u ln e s s 
a n d loving k in d n e ss which p ro m o te 
health.
